District Education Advisory Representative and helped to
fashion the federally mandated school desegregation plan for

the Gty of Chicago in 1977 and 1978; and

WHEREAS, Ms. O Donnell served as Vice President of the
Board of Directors of Lincoln Wst Hospital; as Executive
Director of the Chicago Public Schools 4l umi Association; as
consultant to Dr. Robert Corrigan of the |Institute of
Effective Learning Incorporated; as Special Assistant to
Governor Thonpson for Child Safety; as consultant to the
Tandy Corporation; and as consultant to the Illinois State
Board of Education, Northeastern University, Chicago Public
School s, Onio University, and Association for Supervision and

Curricul um Devel opnent; and

VWHEREAS, Ms. O Donnell has been an officer or board
